plenished by the S-BI [MMTClHHEC 
upto the nearest J.0 gms. but shall be 
sold to the exporters minimum quanti¬ 
ties of 1 kg, only. Any balance of 
Goldj Silver shall be available to the 
exporters along with his future entitle¬ 
ment. The SB1]MMTC1HHEC shall 
grant a certificate to that effect. Where 
Gold of quality less than 0,999 fine¬ 
ness or 0.995 fineness is released, SBI/ 
MMTC[HHEC shall be entitled to 
make necessary adjustments but 
within the quantitative limit of the con¬ 
nected Replenishment entitlemenh” 

(xviii) Sub-para 152(19) shall be deleted. 

(xix) Sub-para 152(20) sign and word 
“| Silver”, shall be added after word 
“Gold”, and the last two sentences. “The 
Ahmedabad branch of MMTC has also 
been nominated as designated agency for 
supply of Silver to the exporters of Silver 
jewellery and articles. The procedure 
laid down in sub-paragraphs (1) to (19) 
above shall equally apply in respect of 
supply of Gold|Silver by MMTC and 
Gold by HHEC." shall be deleted. 

(xx) Sub-para 152(21), shall be substituted 
by the following :— 

“The MMTC, HHEC and SBI may also 
supply Gold on loan basis if an expor¬ 
ter submits the requisite bank guaran¬ 
tee as may be specified by MMTC| 
HHECjSBl, as the case may be. The 
exporter shall be liable to pay interest 
as may be agreed between the expor¬ 
ter and the MMTC/HHEC/SBI for 
the period of the loan. The exporter 
shall complete the exports within 60 days 
from the date of drawal of Gold on 
loan or within the extended period of 
30 days as may be allowed by DGFT 
failing which the bank guarantee shall 
be forfeited and the exporter shall also 
be liable to action under the Foreign 
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Trade (Development) and Regulations 
Act, 1992, its orders, rules, in addition 
to liability of customs duty payable 
and its recovery from the exporter”. 

(xxi) After sub-para 152(22) a note shall be 
added as under:— 

l *Undcr this scheme the Central Govern¬ 
ment have nominated the Minerals and 
Metals Trading Corporation of India 
Ltd.|SBI and HHEC as agencies for 
the import of (i) gold of 0,999 fineness 
or 0.995 fineness and (ii) silver of 
0.999 fineness or 0*995 fineness, to 
service the requirements of exporters 
of gold and silver jewellery and articles. 

(xxii) The existing sub-para 152(23) shall be 
substituted by the following :— 

"Redemption of the bond executed bv the 
exporter with die bank] designated 
agency shall be permitted only after 
the requisite foreign exchange has been 
realised and based on the production 
of such documentary evidence indicat¬ 
ing the fulfilment of export obligation 
as prescribed in the Exim PolicylHand- 
book of Procedures,” 

(xxiii) The note appearing affer para 152(23) 
shall be deleted. 

(xxiv) After stab-para 152(23) following new 
sub-paras 152(24), 152(25) and 152(26) 
shall be added :— 

“(24) The scheme shall be limited to ex¬ 
ports which are supported by irrevo¬ 
cable letter of credit, payment, of cash 
on delivery basis or advance payment 
in foreign exchange. Export of gold 
jewellery and silver jewellery may also 
be allowed on collection basis (docu- 
- ments against acceptance). 

(25) The value addition will be calculated 
with reference to the value of gold| 
silveriplatinum content (includin|r wast¬ 
ages) at the price at which the gold, 
silver and platinum is booked bv SBI| 
HHECIMMTC”. 

(26) In case of failure to export the jewcl- 
lcrv within tjic stipulated period, the 
exporter may return the gold in the 
same form to the nominated agency 
which has isstaed the gold viz* SBI[ 
MMTCIHHEC. In all such cases, the 
nominated agencies shall enforce the 
bank guarantee towards difference bet¬ 
ween domestic and international price 
plus 5% of International price whick 
it is authorised to enforce. In case of 
outright purchase basis, SJBIIMMTCI 
HHEC will refund the international 
price of gold as on the date of ptarchase 


or on the date of return, whichever is 
> lower, after deducting a penalty of 
5%*” 

(10) The heading ‘D, Scheme for Advance Li¬ 
cence for Gold and Silver jewellery and 
articles 1 ’ appearing above para 153 shall be 
substituted bv the following :— 

“D. Advance Licence 1 ’, 

(11) After para 153 anew para 153(A) shall 
be added as under :— 

“The scheme shall, however, be limited to 
exports which are supported by an ir¬ 
revocable letter of credit, documents 
against acceptance, and jo' payment of 
cash-on-delivery basis. Imports may be 
made only through specified ports as noti¬ 
fied 1 by f hc Customs authorities. 

Exports shall be made only against prior im¬ 
ports. The export obligation will begin 
from the date of import of the first con¬ 
signment and will be reqtricd to be ful¬ 
filled within 120 days from the said 
date. 

The value addition shall be calculated on the 
basis of the price at which the gold|siJver 
content, including wastages, imported. 
The. CIF value of mountings, findings etc! 
shall also be taken into account and their 
import | export shall be on nct-tonet 
basis.” 

(12) The heading 'E. Scheme for export of 
gold|silver and platinum jewellery and arti¬ 
cles from Export Processing Zones (EPZs) 
and from 100% Export Oriented Unit 
(EOU) Complex” appearing above para 154 
shall be substituted by the following :— 

”E. Exports from Export Processing Zones 

1 (EPZs), 100% Export Oriented Units and 
EOU Complexes”. 

(13) In sub-para 154 (1) the words ‘‘nominated 
agency shall be allowed” shall be substituted 
by the words “MMTC” 

(14) New sub-paras 154(5) and 154(6) shall be 

) added as under ;— 

“(5) CIF value of mountings, findings, etc. 
may also be taken into account for value 
addition and their import:| export shall be 
on net to net basis. 

(6) Apart from gold, platinum and silver 
jewellery and articles, jewellery and arti¬ 
cles from other precious melals may also 
he manufactured and exported from the 
aforesaid EOU complexes|EPZs. The 
value addition and other requirements in 
respect of palladium etc., shall be speci¬ 
fied through a Public Notice by the 
Director General of Foreign Trade.”
